The city council finance committee, work- 
ing until.early this morning, completed its 
budget for 1907. Chairman Frank I. Ben- 
nett and Secretary White toiled all day and 
into the night over the intricate figures, ar- 
ranging the appropriations for the year, and 
long after midnight they had completed a re- 
capitulation showing am increase of $0,254,- 
492 over the appropriations for 1906. 

The budget will be taken up by the city 
council tonight, will be referred to a special: 
meeting to be called for Friday or Saturday 
and passed. It will be ten days later than it 
was last year. 

In the mayor's office the appropriation this 
year is $33,328, as against $24,449 for last 
year. The principal increase is due to the 
boost in the mayor's salary from $10,000 to 
$18,000. The corporation counsel's salary 
has been raised from $6,000 to $10,000, and 
the commissioner of public works and the 
controller get similar increases. 


Increased Bill for Printing. 

The increase in the city clerk’s office of ap- 
proximately $5,000 has been due to the ex- 
pense of printing various editions of the 
traction ordinances and supplying the alder- 
men with copies of them. 

The law department appropriation for this 
year is $387,815, as against $846,886 for last 
year. Chairman Bennett explained that pro- 
vision in this year’s appropriation has been 
made for six new assistants and $23,000 for 
unpaid bills. The total expense of the cor- 
poration counsel's office, however, he figures 
will be less than last year. The new Munic- 


{pal courts have made it necessary to employ 


more attorneys, but more work is accom- 
plished. 

It appears from the fact that the appro- 
priation for judgments has been reduced 
from $487,549 for last year to $140,000 for the 
present year that there was a large accumu- 
lation of damage sults against the city in 1906. 


. 
For Work on New City Hall. 

In the bureau of engineering the appropri- 
ation this year is $2,026,448; last year it was 
$2,111,728. The increase of over haifa mil- 
lion dollars includes an appropriation of 
$450,000 for preliminary work on the new city 
hall, additional bridges, and the cost of ac- 
quiring land for the connection between the 
north and south side boulevard systems. 

Last year the appropriation for the bureau 
of streets waa $1,000,355. The large increase 
in this department is due chiefly to the in- 
stallation of the plant for the collection of 
garbage. The expense of cleaning the etreets 
will be increased, so better work can be per- 
formed. 

The appropriation last year for the bureau 
of sewers was $372,303, or $1,300,000 less than 
the one for 1007. Sewers are to be cleaned, 
and an appropriation has been made for 
connecting pumping statione and for con-

CHURCHES GET BUT LITTLE. 


Bulk of Donations Are for Education; 
Considers New York’s Needs. 


New York, March 18, 8 a. m.—[{Special.]— 
The Herald this morning prints the statement 
that John D. Rockefeller has provided in his 
will a donation of $250,000,000 for charitable 
and educational purposes and that the be- 
quests will be so made that the benefit thtere- 
from will practically be perpetual. 

It aleo says that Mr. Rockefeller at present 
is contemplating the making of a gift of 
$50,000,000 to New York to be used for edu- 
eational and charitable purposes. 

The Herald's informant, who ie a member 
of John D. Rockefeller Jr.’s bible class and 
a close personal friend of the older man, says 
that the conference between the oll king and 
his son at Lakewood a fortnight ago was not 
for the purpose of discussing immediate gifts 
but had to do with the drawing of the will, 
which now has been completed. 


Thinks Churches Need No Aid. 

While some of the bequests are for religious 
purposes, it is said that Mr. Rockefeller does 
not think it necessary to extend any great 
financial assistance to churchés, which, he 
believes, are growing stronger each year. 
His conviction is that soon churches will be 
so well intrenched In their own resources 
that large gifts would only result in accumu- 
lating wealth in their hands. 

The Herald says: “ According to this man, 
Mr. Rockefeller ig much in favor of the 
growth of education, and to the furtherance 
of this end he has done much in hig will. He 
believes that education will make this coun- 
try the greatest nation in the world, and that 
every dollar devoted to that purpose will 
help to make better citizens and better Chris- 
tians. ; 

Model Tenements Considered. 

“With reference to charitable bequests, 
it was said recently that Mr. Rockefeller 
had in mind the building of model tenements 
for the poor, such as have been erected in 
some European cities, but no definite state- 
ment as to the truth of this assertion has 
been made. 

“ Summed up, Mr. Rockefeller’s will may 
be said to provide these three things—be- 
quests for religious purposes, though not in 
great sums; liberal donations for education, 
and princely gifts for charitable purposes. 
There is scarcely a man, woman, or child 
who will not, in some-way, be benefited by 
the prospective donations.” 


Confers About His Will.

JEWISH MASSACRE REPORTED; 
ROUMANIAN TOWN DESTROYED 


Cablegram to New York Paper Says 
Population at Podihilo Is Being 


Ruined and Houses Pillaged. 


New York, March 17.—A Jewish morning 
paper tonight received the following cable- 
gram from Podihilo, near Jassisk, Roumania: 

Terrible massacre since last Thursday. Town 
totally destroyed. All the Jewish population are 
ruined ané houses pillaged. We ask help.

The names signed to the cablegram are said 
to be those of leading merchants of Podihilo. 
It is a place of about 6,000 inhabitants, 4,000 
of whom are Jews. Podihilo is only about 
thirty miles from Kishineff, which is in 
Bessarabia, across the Russian frontier. 

Excesses by Peasants. 

BUCHAREST, Roumania, March 17.—The 
peasants are continuing excesses in several 
districts of Moldavia. The Jews of that sec-

LONDON, March 17.~—The White Star line 
steamer Suevic struck on the rocks and went 
ashore at Maentere rock under a lighthouse 
near the Lizard in e thick fog at 11:30 o’clock 
tonight, with 400 passengers and 100 mem- 
bers of its crew on board. 

Lifeboats hurriedly put out to the vessel 
and are landing the passengers and crew. 
Thus far no lives have been lost.

WAR DECLARED OVER A 
Conflict Between Honduras and 
Nicaragua Started by Theft. 


STOLEN FROM WRONG MAN. 


Official Cause ot Struggle That Perils 
Central American Peace a Joke. 


Washington, D. C., March 17.—[Special.]— 
lf Col, Juan I. Rocha, a gallant Nicaraguan 
cavalry leader, had not coveted the excellent 
mule of Sefior Ireno Salgado, a most repu- 
table and respectable Honduran farmer, 
Honduras and Nicaragua would not now be 
involved in the war which is threatening the 
peace of all Central America. 

Unfortunately Col. Rocha needed the mule 
of Sefior Salgado, so when he passed the 
reputable farmer's barn one day last Jan- 
uary he attached a halter to the innocent 
mule and led it away. And that, according 
to official communications from the Hon- 
duras and Nicaraguan governments that 
have reached Washington, is what started 
the war which already has cost hundreds of 
lives and which the state departments of the 
United States and Mexico have tried in vain 
to stop. 

War Itself Is Not a Joke. 


The war started so suddenly and has been 
waged so furiously that officials here were 
completely in the dark asto its cause. 
Meager reports of desperate battles and the 
killing of generals in action along the frontier 
made it plain to this government some time 
ago that real fighting was in progress. Mar- 
tial law has been ‘proclaimed through both 
republics and each has every available fight- 
ing man in the field. Alive to the danger of 
the war fever spreading to neighboring re- 
publics, both this government and that of 
Mexico have diplomatically endeavored to 
bring about peace, but without success. 


How a Mule Shattered Peace. 

The story of the mule is told in official com- 
munications between the ministers of foreign 
affairs of the two republics, copies of which 
have reached Washington. 

The controversy began when Sefior Agusto 
C. Coello, the Honduran minister for for- 
eign affairs, wrote a note to Sefior José D. 
Gomez, the Nicaraguan minister cor ioreign 
affairs, on Jan. 26, protesting against the 
theft of a mule from Ireno Saigado by thirty- 
five Nicaraguan cavalrymen. 

In reply Sefior Gomez said the Nicaraguans 
did not enter Honduras and that Salgado 
was not a Honduran citizen, but a Nicara- 
guan who haé to leave that country because 
of the part he played in a revolution two 


years before. 
Stolen from the Wrong Man. 

This note brought a hot reply from Hon- 
duras, the minister for foreign affairs an- 
nouncing that Ireno Salgado, the Nicaraguan 

refugee, was living in Tegucigalpa, “ hap- 
pily engaged in trade there,” while a man by 
the same name, “ & most reputable and re- 
spected farmer, a Honduran of unquestioned 
citizenship,” lived at Los Manos, and the 
mule that was stolen was his property. 

Nicaragua replied that it was true that Col. 
Juan I. Rocha, who commanded the party 
of cavalrymen, took a mule near Los Manos, 
but reiterated that the animal was not taken 
in Honduran territory. - Dispatches grew 
longer as the controversy waxed warmer.

While the latter has not 
announced what. he will do, it is known he 
still maintains a receptive attitudeand would 
accept ‘the nomination if it were téndered to 
him. In polities a truce is always possible 
between practical politicians, and it may be 
that later on, when Senator Foraker is con- 
vinced he cannot Win, he will be willing to 
stand aside for Taét, provided some sub- 
stantial recognition. be accorded him. If it 
be true that a sentiment is growing in the 
regular organization of the Buckeye state 
for Taft, as reported, then the senator would 
be more disposed to go with the current and 
appear to guide it towards the Taft harbor. 


Stirs Fairbanks Men to Activity. 

With Foraker eliminated, Vice President 
Fairbanks would remain to be isidetracked. 
Friends of the Indiana statesman are afraid 
his boom was launched prematurely, and 
they are making desperate efforts to nourish 
it.

Stead’s Plans Not Determined. 

Just what Attorney General Siead will do 
when he receives the resolutions from the 
Will county grand jury asking him to pro- 
ceed by mandamus against the sanitary dis- 
trict, because the sanitary trustees have in- 
terfered with the flow of water at intervals 
when repairing the drainage canal, and 
thereby financially embarrassed the Econ- 
omy Light and Power company, neither the 
governor nor Mr. Stead would say.

Stead will take the position that State's At- 
torney William Heise of Will county has 
just as much authority in the matter of 
forcing the sanitary trustees to regulate the 
flow of water as Mr. Stead.

Will Report on Lease. 

Conditions of the lease of the Economy 
Light and Power company, it is expected, 
will be set forth in the report by the com- 
mission that Gov. Deneen referred to. The 
lease, which has proved so advantageous 
for the Joliet corporation, was made under 
Gov. John P. Altgeld in 1896, and expires 
in 1916. The present canal board of the 
state has not ratified it. Disadvantages un- 
der which the state is placed in consequence 
of contentions of the Economy Light and 
Power company and interference with the 
contemplated plans for the deep waterway 
by its dam at Jackson street, in Joliet, are 
expected to be included in the report of the 
commission. A bill for the readjustment of 
conditions under which the state’s rights to 
water power as well as the sanitary dis- 
trict’s rights will be recommended with the 


report.

ORDINANCE, IF PASSED, WILL 
STOP THEATER BROKERS.

Measure Makes It Dnlawtful for Man- 
agers to Sell Sents Anywhere Ex- 
cept at Box Office — Speculators 
“Get Busy” with Probable Last 
Chances te Graft Of Patrons— 
Swindled Citizens to Form Organi- 
sation to Fight ‘the Evil. 


The city council tonight probably will put 
an end to theater ticket “ brokerage.” An 
amendéd ordinance désigned to put a stop 
to it and recommended, by the judiciary com- 
mittee last Wednesday will come up for pas- 
sage. : 

Ald. Harkin, the author, is confident the 
Measure will be adopted, and that it will 
stand a test in the courts. If passed, the 
ordinance will make it. unlawful for theater 
managers to sell tickets anywhere but at 
the box office, and will prohibit the sale of 
tickets to dealers or agents engaged in selling 
theater tickets at a price greater than that 
printed on the ticket. 

This is expected effectudlly and finally to 
put the dealers out of business. The amended 
ordinance also will include every theater in 
the city, and not merely the playhouses with- 
in a certain district, as the former ordinance 
provided. 
Ticket Brokers Get Busy. 

With such a disaster impending the ticket 
brokers In the saloons, cigar stores, hotel 
lobbies, and candy: stores made the most of 
their opportunity last night. In the ma- 
jority of theaters box office visitors were 
turned away unable to get good seats, only 
to find that the best seats in the house were 
to be obtained at nearby stores or hotels at 
& premium of 50 cents a seat. 

At the box office of the La Salle theater the 
sign “ Sold Out” was displayed early. The 
corridor to the box office was filled with dis- 
appointed people, who, as they turned away 
debating whether to go to their residences or 
try another theater, were approached by one

asked the prosecutor to be present and ques- 
tion the witnesses who will be called. I have 
constables running down the stories that 
have been circulated, and the tellers will be 
summoned to testify. 

“ Many people declare the fire mysterious 
in its origin, and the various rumors that 
arise out of these stories and conjectures will 
be sifted.”’ 

A newspaper this morning had Mr. Sinclair 
quoted as attributing the catastrophe to an 
agent of the steel trust, bent on destroying 
certain malign affidavite which the young ex- 
poser had in his desk for use in his next 
novel. This afternoon Sinclair said he was 
entirely misquoted. All along, he said, he 
had declared that he hadn’t the slightest no- 
tion about the fire, except that he didn’t see 
how it could have been incendiary. 

Mrs, Grace McGowan Cooke and Miss Alice 
McGowan, who were injured by leaping 
from the burning building, are still in a seri- 
ous condition. The others who were burned 
are doing well.

EXPIRES AT RESIDENCE AFTER 
ILLNESS OF SEVERAL WEEKS. 


Military Title Gained in War of the 
Rebellion, Which He Entered as a 
Member of the First Board of Trade 
Regiment—Resident of Chicago for 
More than Half a Century—Presi- 
dent of a Large Teaming Com- 


pany. 


-Gen. Joseph Stockton, president of: the 
Joseph Steckton cempany, and one of Chi- 
cago’s old’ settiers, died early yesterday 
morning at his residence, 567 La Salle ave- 
nue, after an [llness of several weeks. 3 

He had been in failing health for some time 
and about three weeks ago he caught a gevere 
cold, which with resulting complications was 
the causeofhisdeath. Heis surviyed by one 
son, John T. Stockton of Kvanston, and two 
daughters, Miss Josephine Stockton. of 
Evanston and Miss Annie Stockton of New 
York, who were with their father at the time 
of his death. 

Gen. Stockton ‘was born in Pittsburg, Pa., 
on Aug. 10, 1833, was educated in the public 
schools of that city, and came to Chicago in 
1856. He was employed successively by the 
commission firm of George A. Gibbs & Co., 
the American.Transportation company, and 
the Fort Wayne railroad company. 


Title Gained in Civil War. 

In July, 1862, he enlisted in the Seventy- 
second IHinois Volunteers, known as the 
First Board of Trade regiment, and became 
first lieutenant, captain, major, and lieuten- 
ant colonel. After the fall,of Vicksburg he 
assumed command of the regiment and after 
the battle of Franklin, Tenn., in which he 
was wounded, he was brey eted colonel and 
brigadier general. 

In January, 1865, Gen. Stockton returned 
to Pittsburg, where he married Miss Kate E. 
Denniston on Feb. 5. He returned to Chicago 
and became agent of the Empire Transporta- 
tion company in 1866. He was a member of 
the board of commissioners of Lincoln park 
from 1869 to 1888 and organized the effort’s

Active in Republican Politics. 

Gén. Stockton was an active republican 
and had been chief marsha] of every repub- 
lican procession in Chicago since the war. 
He was chief marshal of the grand proces- 
sion just preceding the election of McKinley, 
was chief of staff to Gen. Sheridan at the 
reception to Gen. Grant on his tour: of the 
world, to Gen. Forsyth in the Gerfielé monu- 
ment procession, to Gen. Miles at the un- 
veiling of the Grant monument, and at the 
world's fair parade in October, 1892. He 
was chief marshal of the peace jubilee parade 
in 1898. He retired from active business sev- 
eral years ago. 

The funeral services will be conducted 
under the direction of the Loyal Legion, G.

Lawyers Believe Case May Be 


in Hands of Jury Next 
Monday Night, 


AFFIDAVIT TO GET IN. 


Defense Willing That Hummel 
Document Go on Record; 
Wife to Testify Again. 


New York, March 17.—[Special. ]—That the 
lawyers for Harry K. Thaw have no serious 
intention of making a bitter fight agginst the 
admission into evidence of the affidavit which 
Abe Hummel says Evelyn Nesbit made in 
his office, the purport of which is almost 
directly contradictory to the story told by 
her on the witness stand, became More cer- 


} tain today. 


That the affidavit is almost sure to get into 
the record of the trial was the tacit admis- 
sion made by Thaw’s counse) when they ex- 
pressed the opinion that District Attorney 
Jerome will complete the presentation of his 
evidence in rebuttal before court adjourns to- 
morrow and possibly before the close of the 
morning session. 

Mr. Jerome expects naturally some objec- 
tion to the admission of the disputed docu- 
ment, but he believes that the hard fighting 
has already been done and that whatever 
further discussion there may be in regard to 
it will arise from Mr. Delmas’ desire to have 
entered upon the record of the trial the proper 
legal objections. 

Jury May Get Case in Week. 

That the case will probably go to the jury 
by Monday night next seems to be the ex- 
pectation of the Thaw lawyers. If Mr. Je 
rome completes his rebuttal tomorrow they 
calculate that the surrebuttal will not con- 
sume over two days more, and it will then 
depend largely, of course, on the time that 
Mr. Jerome may use up in the cross exam- 
ination of the witnesses which the defense 
will produce in surrebuttal of Abe Hummel 
and his clerk, Abraham: Sneidecker, and of 
the six alienists who-were put on the stand 
by the prosecution. 

It will take Mr. Delmas, it is said, a full 
morning and a full afternoon session to com- 
plete his summing up of the case. Allowing 
Mr, Jerome the same amount of time to finish 
his closing address to the jury another five 
days would be used up. 
the present. outlook, ic will be late Friday 
before Mr. Jerome concludes. 

In that case Justice Fitzgerald will proba- 
bly adjourn the court until next Monday 
morning. His charge is likely to take up a 
whole session at least, so it will be hardly 
before Monday night at the earliest that the 
jurore will retire to deliberate over their ver- 
dict 

Wife to Contradict Hummel. 


Evelyn Nesbit Thaw will probably be the 
first witness called by Mr. Delmas in sur- 
rebuttal. On her testimony, which will be a 
contradiction of that given by Abe Hummel, 
Thaw’s lawyers depend mainly to offset the 
effect of the little lawyer’s evidence. 

Whether Dr. Britton D. Evans and Dr. 
Charles G. Wagner, the defense’s two experts 
who have already -been examined, will be 
called again, Thaw’'s lawyers themselves did 
not seem sure today, although it is their in- 
tention to call Dr. Graeme Hammond and Dr. 
Smith HE. Jeliffe and possibly three or four 
other alienists to rebut the evidence given by 
the prosecution’s half dozen alienists last 
week. The defense will probably rest its 
ease with the testimony of the experts, 
though this program may be changed after 
Evelyn Nesbit Thaw has been called to con- 
trddict Abe Hummel’s testimony. 

At any rate, Mr. Delmas is of the opinion 
that District Attorney Jerome by introduc- 
ing James Cifich Smith as a witness after 
rhe had closed his direct case for the prosecu- 
tion, has left the way open for the defense 
to put in entirely new evidence and to sum- 
mon as mahy witnesses as may be thought 
needful for the strengthening of their case. 
If any attempt is made by Thaw’s lawyers to 
introduce new evidence, it is certain that Mr. 
Jerome will make every possible effort to bar 
it out.

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POPE IN PRAISE 
OF AMERICANS. 


Pays Tribute to Archbishop 
Ireland for Views on the 
Strife in France. 


SAD OVER CHURCH TRIALS 


Bishop 0’Gorman of Sioux Falls 
Received Cordially at the 
Vatican. | 


ROME, March 17.—Pope Pius today received 
in private audience the Right Rev. Thomas 
O'Gorman, bishop of Sioux Falis, 8. D., which 
is in the archdiocese of St. Paul. 

During the conversation Pope Pius said that 
Archbishep Ireland's discourse last Decem- 
ber on “ Church and State in France" wasa 
strong presentation of the Franco-Vatican 
conflict. 

“ Although I know it enoeed some displeas- 
ure,” his holiness said, ‘‘ Archbishop Ireland 


was correct as to the remote causes of the ; 


conflict when he said that the French clergy 
and leading Catholics failed by not following 
the advice of my illustrious predecessor.” 

Praises United States Episcopate. 

Pope Pius generally. praised the American 
episcopate for its stand on the questions be- 
tween France and the church. He spoke in 
the strongest way concerning the expulsion 
from France of Mgr. Montagnini, secretary 
of the papal nunciature, adding: 

“While under that’ grief my first consola- 
tion was a cablegram from America. Guess 
from whom?” After a pauee his holiness 
himself answered the question, saying: 
“From Archbishop Ireland.”’ 

The pope also. spoke of the church In the 
Philippine islands and compared the,attitude 
of the United States there with that of 
France, saying that the action of the United 
States was the way governments should set- 
tle mixed political and religious questions. 

Regards to Roosevelt. 

His holiness asked Mgr. O'Gorman about 
President Roosevelt and expressed pleasure 
to hear that he was satisfied with the solu- 
tion of the Philippine question. He also re- 
quested Mgr. O'Gorman to present hig re- 
gards to President Roosevelt. 

The bishop informed Pope Pius that Mrs. 
Douglas Robinson of New York, sister of 
President Roosevelt, would arrive in Rome 
during holy week, and requested his holiness 
to receive her. 

The pontiff answered: 

* Naturally; I shall be delighted. All 
doors shall be open toher. You must accom- 
pany her.” 

After his audience with the pope Mer. 
O'Gorman visited Cardinal Merry Del Val, 
the papal secretary of state, in his new 
apartments and congretulated him. 


BILLINGS AT VATICAN TRAGEDY. 


Chicago Physician First to Reach Side 
of Woman Who Dies Suddenly 
at Sunday Audience.

An innocent appearing eighteen inch ven- 
tilator grating, placed in the wall above the 
assorting teller’s cage im the United States 
subtreasury, may be the means of leading 
at last to gome trace of the man who stole 
$178,000 from the government three weeks 
ago. ‘3 ‘ 

Behind this grating, In a space five feet 
high and broad enough to place a. chair in, 4 
g@ecret service opérative sits every afternoon 
at that hour after closing when the millions 
in the subtreagury are counted, checked up, 
and placed in the vaults for the night. 

Every action of the counting and currency 
clerks and tellers ie watched by agents of 
the secret service. The discovery throws 
some light on the methods that the govern 


ment is employing. 


Few Suspect Ventilators. 

Few suspect the real nature of these ven- 
tilators, of which there are several strung 
along the walls of nearly every room in the 
government building. Starting in the base- 
ment and circulating thréugh the thick walis 
they are large enough for a man to walk 
through.

Two men were shot in Chicago yesterday, 
one by his father-in-law and the other by a 
woman, who, it is said, objected to her vioc- 
tim’s attentions to her mother.

Aldridge, when Apgar ordered him to leave 
his residence, 7601 Washington avenue... Ald- 
ridge refused, and Apgar drew a revolver and 
shot him in the right lung. 

Mrs. Aldridge had been il] and was in a hos- 
pital until recently. Learning she had gane 
to her father’s home, Aldridge went to see 
her. Apgar met him at the door, and the 
shooting followed. 

Aldridge married Apgar’s daughter two 
months ago. A month later she became i!I. 
Until then both were staying at the Apgar 
residence. After his wife was taken to a 
hospital Aldridge left. The police were un- 
able to learn whether there was a quarrel. 
Apgar refused to talk about the shooting. 
All he would say was: 

“ It will all come out in the trial.” 

Members of the family, attracted by the 
shooting, found Aldridge on the floor. They 
summoned a physician, who informed the 
Police of the affair. Apgar was arrested and 
will be arraigned before Municipal Judge 
Maxwell at Hyde Park today. He spent the 
night in a cell at the Grand Crossing station.

IN THREE DAYS LAST WEEK. 


Greatest Mortality Average for Month 
Since 1893 Attained, the Annual 
Rate Being 21.4 in 1,000, 


ae 


The greatest death rate for March since 1893 
was attained in the first three days of last 
week, when there were 872 deaths from all 
causes, a daily average of 124, and an annual 
rate of 21.4 @ thousand of population, says 
the weekly bulletin of the health department. 
The rate wae 83.4 per cent higher, than the 
average rate for the last decade. . 

In the remaining four days of the week 
there were only 312 deaths, a dally average of | 
78, and an annual rate of 18.54 thousand. 

Pneumonia was largely responsible for the 
high death rate. Its ravages were unprece- 
dented in the city, while the influenza bacil- 
lus continued to be prevalent: In the week 
158 people died from pneumonia, or 26.4 per 
cent of the total mortality. 

Eight cases of smallpox were discovered in 

the week and sent to the isolation hospital. 
The health department received a report that 
an unvaccinated Pullman car porter is re- 
sponsible for at least three cases. 
In the health department laboratory 1,510 
examinatione were made in the week. Bac- 
terlological examinations showed a marked 
decrease in the number of throat cultures ex- 
amined. The number containing diphtheria 
bacilli remains the same.

DANGER IN POLICE PHONES 


INEFFICIENCY AN ‘AID TO CRIME, 
IS OPERATORS’ OPINION. 


Riot or Holdup Could Occur and 
Patrolman Would Be Powerless to 
Summon Aid, They Say—System 
Obsolete and Inadequate for Needs 
of Department, Although It Costs 
$200,000 «a Year—Public Lines 
Must Be Used Frequently. 


The police signal system of Chicago Is in 
a state of decrepitude and inefficiency, ac- 
cording to police operators and officials, who 
admitted yesterday that any of the follow- 
ing things might occur at any time: 

A riot, murder, or holdup where a patrolman 
on the beat would not be able to summon help 


until it was too late. 

Important police messages transmitted from the 
chief's office “‘ tipped off *’ through three or four 
stations to any one of a dozen men. 

Means of communication with outlying police 
stations practically cut off. 

The things that do happen every day form 
an object lesgaon of the general demoraliza- 
tion existing. 


Must Use Public Telephone. 

Patrol boxes, taken as a whole, are worth- 
less. The ‘-pulls’”’ of the men on their beats 
do not register, and the policeman is com- 
pelled to walk to the next box and explain or 
go to a public telephone. When a policeman 
calls for help from his station he wants it in 
a hurry. The amount of trouble. caused and 
the number of criminals that have escaped 
through the use of this antiquated signal ; 
system can hardly be estimated. 

The present. system. was installed more 
than thirty years ago. Boxes and electrical 
devices have been rebuilt and rebuilt since 
that time, until now there is nothing left Dut 
a broken down and out of date system. 

The old method was the “ circuit system," 


-weaving a large number of boxes on each line. 


‘When the electric light and trolley wiresand | 
other high tension .currents were carried | 
through, the streets a condition was created / 
‘which-.made the continued use of the “ cir- 
#2uit system ’" impossible. ‘The electric light 
and trolley wires have set up such a noisy 
inductive ‘influence on the police . system 
wires as to put them out of service almost 
wholly in ‘thirty-two out of forty-two seit 
cincts. 
Lines in Ten Precincts Rebuilt. 

In the last few years lines in ten precincts 
have been rebuilt in parallel ferm, which, 
in a measure, has overcome the noise defect. 
In the other thirty-two: precincts it is real- 
ized among officers of the department that an 
intelligent conversation cannot be carried on 
between patrolmen and their superiors at the 
stations. 

It is hard work for police operatars to dis- 
tinguish names of men reported every half 
Commanding officers on many occa- 
sions have been compelled to call in patrol- 
‘men, I¢aving the dfstrict unprotected, to give 
instructions that should have been given over 
the wire. Chief Collins, to get an outlying 


1 station, has to call through several other 


stations, thus paving the way for his message 
to get out all through the department. 
Cost to City Great. 

The cost of keeping up this old system 
and the salaries of 140 operators is more 
than $200,000 a year. In ten precincts only 
citizens are receiving protection for which 
this sum is paid. The vast territory cov- 
ered by the other thirty-two precincts is 
- poorly protected. Police chiefs throughout 
the country are of the unanimous opinion 
that a good police signal system is equiva- 
lent to a greatly increased | force. :

Wholesome Influence in Rural Life. 


“The wholesome sentiments Which spring 
from country life are being overwhelmed by 
the ambitions and tendencies that flow out 
from our great cities. Few have the hardi- 
hood to withstand the swirl and rush of city 
life or to remain indifferent to the promises 
of sudden wealth and the excitement of spec- 
ulation In the metropolis, where immense 
fortunes are made and lost tn a single day. 

“I believe we must set ourselves against 
the fallacy that city life is easier and most 
productive of happiness. We are proud of 
our cities, of course. , But we must not allow 
them wholly’ to shape our ideals and our 
ambitions. Nothing that the wealth of the 
city can buy will atoné for the loss of that 
American sturdiness and independence 


have produced. 

“Today, even our farmers are not con- 
tented with their farms. There was a time 
when farms descended from father to son, 
often remainitig in the family for More than 
a hundred years, but now it rarely happens. 
In many instances boys have left the farm 
re become wage workers in store and fac- 

ory. 

“Strong love of outdoor recreation unfor- 
tunately is not possessed by every one, yet 
nature has made it a law that every one is 
in need, mentally and physically, of relaxa- 
‘tion in the open air. And in these times of 
dollar chasing many of the most vital neces- 
“tte cl of normal human life are being neg- 
ec 


Uplifting Power in Nature. 


“Is it not true that the higher encies 
which have been especially aective ey he re- 
finement of human nature have derived their 
life and influence from rural surroundings? 
In my experience I have found the impres- 
sions which.a man receives who walks by the 
brookside or in the forest.or by the seashore 
make him a bstter man and a bétter citizen. 

“It is. unquestionably true that nearness 
to nature has an elevating influence upon 
heart and character... Nature is the school 
of all the hardier virtues. What, for in- 
stance, can impart a more effective lesson 
in patience than a day's fishing for the 
whimsical black bass? 

“As I have said on a previous occasion, 
real worth and genuineness of human heart 
are measured best by its readiness to suomit 
to the influences of fature and to appreciate 
the goodmesse of the supreme power who is 
its creator. This is the central point of my 
philosophy of life. 

“We need more of those old fashioned, 
conscientious folk who adhere to the simple 
way of living, and who believe that every for- 
tune should be earned honestly and fairly 
by the man who gets it.”

“White Horses and Parade.” 

When Mr. Miller's eloquence had subsided 
he declared that Miss Haley ought to head 
the parade. He said he thought she ought 
to ride in @ carriage. He suggested white 
horses. 

' “If the federation doesn’t see fit to fur- 
nish a carriage,’ he exclaimed, “ I'll provide 
one myself.”’ 

Miss Haley blushed, Chairman Fitzpatrick 
coughed, and the delegates stirred uneasily, 
but nobody objected. 

There was not a surplus of enthusiasm. 
When the question of holding: the demons- 
tration was put to a vote first the delegates 
were about evenly divided. ‘Then Chairman 
Fitzpatrick made a speech which carried 
the day. 

** This parade will be the greatest thing in 
the campaign,” said he. “* We wili have 
thousands of men in line and every union in 
the city will be represented. There will be 
bands and torchlights and transparencies 
setting forth the evils of the traction or- 
dinances. I am confident it will be a great 
success. 

Linehan Fears a Fiasco. 

Delegate Linehan said he had his doubts, 
The affair, he thought, might turn out to be 
a flasco, unless enough union men could be 
depended on to make a good showing. 

‘‘ A smail parade will be worse than noth- 
ing,’ said he. ‘It will be injurious.” 

“Probably it will be only a corporal’s 
guard,” suggested Deiegate Con O'Neill. 

There followed a discussion as to the ex- 
pense which, the proposed demonstration 
would cost. When Miss Haley declared that 
the teachers had raised $0600 to buy postage 
stamps for campaign literature, however, 
the opponents to the plan, out of pure pride, 
withdrew their objections. The scheme was 
indorsed and the campaign committee was 
instructed to make arrangements. 

The plan is to parade through the down- 
town streets in the evening, starting at La 
Salle and Van Buren streets. The musicians’ 
union will furnish bands. 

Aldermanic Candidates Indorsed. 

Having disposed of the parade matter, the 
federation spent an hour in deciding whether 
to indorse any aldermanic candidates. Fifty 
nominees were reported by the legislative 
committee as having subscribed-to the labor 
platform, and the recommendation was that 
they should be supported by union voters. 
Ald. B@ward F.°Cullerton was among the 
number. 

Delegate George Thémpson opposed the 
action. ‘He said the federation had no busi- 
ness indorsing political candidates. Some of 
the men named as “ favorable ” in the com- 
mittee’s report, he said, had voted for the car 
ordinances, and they should be excluded at 
any event. 

The fifty candidates were indorsed, how- 
ever, by a close_vote.

A STUDY IN PROMISES. 

Mayor’ Dunne promised when a candi- 
date in 1905 that he would have municipal 
ownership of street cars in Chicago within 
nine months of his election, The night 
of his election, with a somewhat greater 
feeling of responsibility for his utterances 
than when he was merely a candidate, he 
said: “ We will have municipal owner- 
ship in Chicago within two years.” Now 
he is a candidate again and promises mu- 
nicipal ownership within six -months. 
What are his promises worth? 

If he said nine months when he was 
bidding for votes and did not venture to 
mention a shorter time than two years in 
the rosy moment of his triumph, no im- 
portance should be attached to any cam- 
paign promises now. No one can take 
them seriously. If he accomplished noth- 
ing in two years how much could he ac- 
complish in four? As the only feasible 
plan which has been suggested for imme- 
diate improvement of the street car situa- 
tion has been opposed bitterly, by him ever 
since he found that there was a possi- 
bility of its going through, the strap- 
hanger could gain nothing by putting Mr. 
Dunne into office again. The people can 
have good service at once or they may 
rely upon such promises as Mayor Dunne 
has made and broken and wait for an un- 
known period of years for an unknown 
quality of service.

The Chicago Board of Trade»stands ‘pre-eminent 
among the grain markets of the world. In its wheat 
pits are sold the crops of far-away countries and its 
daily range of prices is of much interest on the fertile 
plains of Argentina, on the broad steppes of Russia. 
Wherever. man eats bread, transactions on the floor 
of the Chicago Board of Trade have a direct effect. 
A shipload of wheat which sailed from Australia or 
from Puget Sound is sold on the Chicago Board of 
Trade before the hardy sailors get out all their canvas. 
The vast system of ‘‘hedging,” by which grain men 
the world over attempt to sectire a small but sure 
profit in preference to carrying their own risks, gives 
the Chicago grain markets a world-wide importance 
that they might not otherwise possess in so large a 
degree. Milling companies everywhere buy wheat 


_in the pits at Chicago as rapidly as they sell their 


flour and thus largely eliminate the element of chance. 


' The country buyers in thousands of towns sell on the 


Chicago Board of Trade for future delivery as much 
grain as they buy from day to day, and in this way are 
assured of a small profit without any danger of loss 
from falling markets. If grain goes up or down they 
lose as much in one place as they make in the other 
and profits are never in jeopardy. 

All this business, which has httle to do with the 
speculative except to banish it from the grain trade, 
demands a large number of grain commissiori houses 
in Chicago by which to execute orders to buy, or sell. 
When it is considered that the annual grain trade of 
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Chicago exceeds 300,000,000 bushels, the major part 
of which is sold in the pits of the Board of Trade, the 
great extent of the grain commission business becomes 
apparent. The dealing in actual grain forms of itself 
a business of great magnitude, but since the time of 
Joseph mankind has been prone to speculate in food 
stuff. Consequently, there is a large speculative end 
of the business on the Board of Trade, which has its 
ups and downs, the same as all other speculative 
business. There are times when the speculative end 


runs away with dealing in real grain, and then there . 


come periods when the speculative end dwindles, 
without, however, affecting the business of the Board 
of Trade as the greatest grain market in the world. 
During the past thirty years it has first been.one way 
and then the other. Just now speculation in all 
kinds of stocks is more attractive to the country than 
speculation in grain and consequently business of the 
commission houses is suppressed to some extent. 
Next week or next month, or perhaps next year, all 
this will be changed, and speculation will again turn 
from stocks to grain, 

But whether the people of the world are speculating 
in stocks or in grain, the Chicago Board of Trade 
remains as the one great market where prices. are 
fixed, at which wheat, corn; oats, provisions, and like 
food products are to be sold the world over. The big 
grain commission houses are as certain of trade as the 
Great Central West is certain of raising grain crops 
and marketing them in Chicago. 


GRAIN ELEVATORS UNEQUALED. 

If all the grain elevators of Chicago were filled to 
their capacity they would hold 63,445,000 bushels. 
It is doubtful if there is in the world any other place 
with such a magnificent capacity for sforing grain as 
this. There is room here for one-fifth of all the grain 
trade of the city during the year to be stored at one 
time. No matter how fast the grain may come during 
the rush periods there is always room for it. There 
are not enough cars available on all the Western rail- 
roads to cause a grain blockade in the elevators for 
lack of capacity. All the leading elevators are built 
to receive railroad cars on one side and ship out their 
grain by lake.vessels on the other. With the growth 
of the lake marine in the past ten years there is no 
limit to the ability to ship by lake. With freight 
rates which would bring the boats here, every elevator 
could be emptied as rapidly as the grain could run 
It would scarcely take a week to

houses, reaches thé enormous sum of more than 
$5,000,000. Regular companies are organized to 
collect this paper from the large office buildings, and 
the Salvation Army does a big business in this line. 
This paper is shipped to the paper mills and made 
into boxboard. 


SELLS SOCIETY GOODS EVERYWHERE. 


Society goods consist of stmerous articles such as 
badges, banners, buttons and paraphernalia for all 
societies, besides specialties for all lodges, also uni- 
forms, robes, masquerade costumes, and the like. The 
material, stich as silk, laces; fringes, etc., which is used 
in the manufacture of these goods, is imported and of 
the highest grade. Machinery operated is of the 
newest pattern. 

These goods were first introduced in Chicago over 
half a century ago, at which time there were only one 
or two factories in operation. Since the inception 
of the trade, however, the demand for these articles 
has largely increased, and at the present time Chicago 
can boast of ten or twelve establishments devoted to 
this particular manufacture. These shops employ 
between six and seven hundred people—most of them 
girls. Chicago not only supplies various parts of the 
United States, but its product.is used to a large extent 
in Alaska, Philippine Islands, and other foreign 
countries. Over $1,000,000 worth of goods were 
shipped out last year, and this year bids fair to a 
harvest equally as good, if not better.‘ The capital 
invested in this industry amounts to between two 
and three hundred thousand dollars.
